Cousins’ Story of Pass 

Is Well Received 


The story that most people 
around Coleman have been wai¬ 
ting for has been released and 
is receiving acclaim from all who 
have read it. 

A history of The Crows Nest 
Pass for the past hundred years, 
written as a thesis by James 
Cousins for his Master of Arts 
Degree, has been accepted by 
educational authorities and is 
being used by the Department 
of Mines at Ottawa for circu¬ 
lars that are to be released on 
the coal industry. A second copy 
has been turned over to the 
Calgary Public Library who are 
having it bound and added to 
their collection of fine works. 

Comprising 200 pages, the 
story covers the area from the 
Elko Tunnel eastward to the 
section just west of Passburg. A 
comprehensive and factual re¬ 
port it demanded many hours 
of Mr. Cousins time checking the 
archives in Victoria and Edmon¬ 
ton, reading copies of every pap¬ 
er that has been published with¬ 
in that area. First mention of 
coal in this area the report 
states was made in the letters 
of Father De Smit a missionary 
in the Tobacco Plains area. De 
Smit’s letters stated that he 
would look for fossils in the Elk 
River district. He knew that they 
could be found there as coal had 
been found in the district, 

Feeling that Coleman people 
would be desirous of hearing 
more about this fabulous dis¬ 
trict, the Journal has contact¬ 
ed Mr. Cousins and asked his 
permission to read the thesis 
and reprint excerpts from time 
to time. 

Born in Wales Mr. Cousins 
came to Coleman 31 years ago 
teaching at the local school here 
for 22 years. During this period 
he made a host of friends and 
acquired a respect and admir¬ 
ation that is enviable. His many 
friends here felt that Ihe town 
lost a valuable member when he 
accepted a position as teacher 
of English and Arts at the Leth¬ 
bridge Collegiate Institute. His 
interest In the Pass area is still 
evident in his thesis and leaves 
the district with its only com¬ 
plete history for those that will 
follow in years to corns.

Usually Held 
On A Sunday 


LARGE NUMBERS OF CANADIANS are planning to visit Britain 
next year and to attend the coronation of Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth 
II. This historic event, which is already attracting widespread interest, 
is the thirty-eighth coronation to take place in England since the Norman 
conquest, and it is the fifth one td be held in the month of June. The 
British Ministry of Information has recently published some interesting 
facts concerning the coming coronation and the pomp and tradition which 
surrounds it. 

Until the eighteenth century, we are told, the coron¬ 
ation usually took place on a Sunday or "some other 
solemn feast day", but for the past two hundred 
years this custom has been disregarded. Queen 
Elizabeth I was crowned on a Sunday but the coronation day of Elizabeth 
II will fall on a Tuesday. The crown, which is the central symbol in 
ceremony, is the Coronation crown, or the crown of St. Edward. This 
crown has been worn by every sovereign since the time of King Charles, 
except at the coronation of Queen Victoria. On that occasion, the Lord 
High Steward carried the Coronation Crown throughout the ceremony, 
and the Queen wore the lighter .Imperial crown, said to be the most beauti¬ 
ful and valuable crown in the world. It has not been decided yet whether 
Queen Elizabeth will follow the precedent set by Queen Victoria in this 
regard, or whether she will choose to have the Coronation Crown used in 
the ceremony. 

These and many other historic symbols will play 
Event Of Color a part in the proceedings which will mark the 
AnH PflfflPflntrv coronation of Elizabeth II, the first Queen to be 
Ana rageamry crowned since Victoria became Queen on June 
28th, 1838. As Princess Elizabeth the Queen was a familiar and beloved 
figure to the people of Great Britain, the Commonwealth and Empire, and 
the formal beginning of her reign will be a happy occasion. Great Britain 
has endured war and serious reverses to the national economy in the last 
two decades, but the coronation will be a colorful and joyous occasion 
and it is to be hoped that the reign of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth H 
will bring peace and prosperity to her people. 


Oil Boom Spreads 
To Areas In North 
West Territories 

EDMONTON.—The oil boom which 
began five-and-a-half years ago near 
Edmonton is still spreading. Besides 
all of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, and north-central British 
Columbia, the search is now taking 
in some 19,000,000 acres of the North 
West Territories. That is about the 
same as the amount of land under 
exploration on the prairies the year 
before the Leduc discovery. It is a 
very large acreage for such a re- 
.mote region, and may be taken as 
evidence of the vitality of our oil 
development.

Supersonic Waves May Speed 
Germination Of Barley Seeds 

EDMONTON. — Barley seeds and supersonic waves seem a 
queer combination, but the alliance could be a potent one if the 
experiments of George Obelenski prove successful. Already, tests 
being carried out by Obelenski in a laboratory of the University 
of Alberta's plant science department have proven that super¬ 
sonic waves can be made to 'speed germination and growth of 
plants.

The "guinea pigs” for most of the 
experiments so far have been barley 
seeds but there’s no reason, says 
Obelenski, why the treatment could 
not be applied to almost any plant. 

The linkihg of supersonic vibra¬ 
tions and plants is an entirely new 
field and the Russian-born scientist 
says the surface has hardly been 
scratched yet although an encourag¬ 
ing start has been made. 

In his experiments, he is using an 
ultrasonic generator, imported from 
Germany and used widely in a type 
of medical “deep massage” treatment 
for humans. 

It sets up sound vibrations at the 
rate of 800,000 a second. This speed 
best be imagined when one con¬ 
siders that the human ear can hear 
vibrations up to only about 16,000 
second. 


EXHIBITION HAD TO 
CANCEL CAMEL ACTS 

VANCOUVER, B.C.—The law kept 
camels out of Canada recently. Sev¬ 
eral of the hump-backed “ships of 
the desert” were scheduled to per¬ 
form at the Pacific National Exhibi¬ 
tion. An official said the act was 
written off because American regu¬ 
lations enforced after Canada*’s out¬ 
break of foot and mouth disease 
would prevent their return to the 
United States.

U.S. Will Not 
Hurry To Lift 
Cattle Embargo 

OTTAWA. — The Canadian 
Government planned a quiet, 
patient wait for the United 
States to remove its six-month 
embargo on Canadian livestock 
and meats. 

With foot-and-mouth disease elimi¬ 
nated, the Government officially de¬ 
clared Canada free of the tenacious 
virus and immediately informed U.S. 
authorities. 

“But we don’t plan to bring any 
pressure on them to remove the em¬ 
bargo," an official said. “We know 
the U.S. Government will consider 
the matter carefully and reasonably 
and act as quickly as possible." 

Canada appeared to be in for a 
long wait. A Washington dispatch 
quoted Acting Chief S. O. Fladness 
of the Agricultural Department’s Bu¬ 
reau of Animal Industry as saying 
the U.S. will take no immediate ac¬ 
tion. 

The American fear, as far as it 
could be ascertained here, is that the 
virus may still be lurking in some 
Canadian food locker Until that fear 
is dispelled, it appeared the embargo 
will remain intact. Another view is 
that the U.S. will not act until after 
the U.S. presidential election in No¬ 
vember. 

Meanwhile, south Saskatchewan 
farmers in the former infected area, 
their activities curtailed since quar¬ 
antine and buffer-zone controls were 
imposed Feb. 25 last, were free to 
restock farms with new livestock. 

The official declaration, issued un¬ 
der the name of Agriculture Minister 
Gardiner, said all restrictions on 
movement of livestock throughout 
Canada and all precautionary meas¬ 
ures against spread of the disease in 
south Saskatchewan have been re¬ 
moved. 


Prices Are Rising 
On Farm Products 

OTTAWA.—Farm prices of agri¬ 
cultural products are going up for 
the first time in a year. The Bureau 
of Statistics reports the turning point 
came in June. 

The bureau’s index for June, based 
i 1935-39 equalling 100, stood at 
263.7 compared with 257.8 in May 
and 300.7 in the same month in 1951. 

The bureau said the June gain was 
attributable mainly to higher prices 
for livestock, potatoes, poultry and 
eggs. 


May Change Law 
So Drivers Can 
Pass On Curves 

REGINA. — The law governing 
passing on curves on Saskatchewan 
highways is expected to be changed 
at the 1953 session of the provincial 
legislature to allow drivers to pass 
on some curves. 

The anticipated amendments would 
bring the Vehicles Act in line with 
the way curves are being marked in 
this summer’s program of painting 

whlta lines down the centra of all 

black-topped highways. 

At present the Vehicles Act for¬ 
bids passing on curves. 

However, the white lines being 
placed on highways indicate that 
passing is allowed on some curves.

Obelenski’s method so far in treat¬ 
ing seeds has been to soak them for 
periods up to 48 hours, thus starting 
the germination process, and then 
applying the vibrator to a vessel of * 
water in which the seeds lie. 

The effect is seen in small plots 
of barley growing in a g'reenhouse. 
The plants growing from treated seed 
are an average of six inches higher 
than those not treated and already 
are headed out. 

“It is difficult to explain simply 
the biological effect of the treatment, 
but it best can be explained by say¬ 
ing that the seed is ’shocked’ into 
faster development,” says Obelenski. 

Dr. L. P. V. Johnson, professor of 
genetics and plant breeding, under 
whose supervision the experiments 
are being carried out, says: 

“There’s some indication, too, that 
mutations or hereditary changes are 
produced. In some instances, the re¬ 
sulting plants have been almost al¬ 
binos.” 

Dr. Johnson feels it would cost far 
more than it would be worth to treat 
enough seed for a barley crop.

Alberta -Farmer 
Develops Fast 
Growing Wheat 

EDMONTON.—An Alberta farmer 
has developed a strain of wheat 
which may be the answer to the 
short growing season in northern 
Alberta. 

W. Manchester of the Jarvie 
district, 80 miles northwest of Ed¬ 
monton, says his wheat called "Early 
Harvest” matures two to three weeks 
ahead of other crops seeded at the 
same time under the same conditions. 

His wheat, developed by years of 
patient cross-breeding, heads out 
seven weeks after planting and yields 
40 to 45 bushels an acre. Slower-ma¬ 
turing varieties used by Manchester 
yield 60 to 70 bushels.

CLASSIFICATION 
OF BURNS 

Burns are classified according to 
the extent or depth of tissues dam¬ 
aged. This is very useful when esti¬ 
mating the seriousness of a burn. 

A first degree burn is one which 
merely reddens the skin. A second 
degree burn forms blisters on the 
skin. A third degree burn extends 
into the deeper tissues, sometimes 
even to charring of the limb. 

The degree of a burn is not the 
only indication of its seriousness. It 
has been estimated that if more than 
one tenth of the body surface is 
burned, there is danger to life. Pro¬ 
per and immediate First Aid and 
subsequent treatment have frequent¬ 
ly saved the lives of people with a 
much greater skin area burned, even 
up to 50 per cent. 

Prevention 

Each year burns and scalds are 
responsible for the accidental death 
of more children than is any other 
cause. Many of these deaths could 
be prevented if the following precau¬ 
tions were observed: 

(1) Do not place containers of hot 
or boiling liquids near the edge of 
a stove, sink or table. At all times 
keep a close watch over any liquid 
boiling on a stove. If you must put 
tubs of hot water on the floor, keep 
small children at a safe distance. 

(2) keep matches out of the reach 
of children. 

(3) Do not leave a percolator or

Briefly Told 

Canada is designing a new-type 
ocean cargo ship to fit the country’s 
requirements in peace and war.

(4) Be sure that curtains and 
draperies cannot blow into an open 
flame. 

(5) Do not allow rubbish or in¬ 
flammable material of any kind to 
accumulate in basements or attics. 
Be careful of rubbish fires and bon¬ 
fires. Do not allow children to play 
near them. 

* (6) Do not pour kerosene into a 
stove even if you think the fire is 
out. 

(7) Never pour water on burning 
grease. Use salt, sand or soda to 
extinguish the flame or cover with 
a metal lid. 

(8) Protect the floor beneath a 
wood or coal stove with some non- 
inflammable material such as metal 
or asbestos. Keep all stove pipes in 
good condition with connections 
tight. Keep a metal screen in front 
of an open grate Or fireplace. Dis¬ 
pose of partially smoked cigars or 
cigarettes safely and thoroughly. Do 
not smoke in bed or when sleepy. 
Close the cover of your book of 
matches before striking one. 

(9) Use only recommended non- 
inflammable cleaning fluids. 

(10) Do not hang clothes near a 
stove pipe or open fire. 

If caught in a burning building, 
remember to keep calm, think clearly 
and act quickly. 

Avoid using hallways or stairs as 
a means of escape, particularly if the 
panels or handles of the doors lead¬ 
ing into them feel hot. Opening these 
doors may cause a blast of super¬ 
heated air to rush in, the breathing 
of which could cause death. * 

Outside windows offer the best 
means of escape if there is access to 
the ground, sometimes by using bed 
sheets, ropes or ladders. Do not jump 
from windows but rather attempt to 
attract the attention of people below 
and await rescue. 

If possible, doors and windows 
should be kept closed to avoid creat¬ 
ing a draft. If you must go through 
a Are area, give extra protection to 
your hair, face and hands by the use 
of a blanket, and cover your nose 
and mouth with a cloth, preferably 
heavy and wet. This will give some 
protection against the heated air, 
but not against carbon monoxide. 
This gas is present in every fire and 
the wet cloth does not give the pro¬ 
tection of a gas mask. 

The purest air is usually close to 
the floor; so keep close to it when 
attempting to get out of the building 
or when rescuing a victim.- If the 
clothes catch fire, do not run as this 
fans the flames. Lie down on the 
ground and attempt to smother the 
flames with coats, blankets or rugs. 
If none are available merely lie down 
and roll over slowly, using the hands 
to beat out the flames.

"Relaxed Shoulders" For Better Baseball 


According to Ted Williams, one of 
the best hitters baseball has ever 
seen, a ball player's worst enemy 
"tightening up". This means an un¬ 
conscious tightening and stiffening of 
the muscles brought on by nervous 
tension—something every athlete is 
bothered With to some degree, espe¬ 
cially during important plays or 
games. It is this same reaction that 
hits you when you go up to bat, or 
before you pitch to g. dangerous hit¬ 
ter or whin a hard-hit grounder 
comes your way. When this does hit 
you it has a harmful effect on your 
play. 

To prove how harmful “tightening 
up” can be just tighten all the 
muscles in your arms and try to 
throw or hit a ball. It’s impossible! 

It’s practically impossible to avoid 
some nervous strain creeping in, no 
matter how cool you are. However, 
there is a trick you can use that 
will help you avoid the bad effects 
of tightening up that will result from 
even the smallest amount of nervous 
tension. Here it is. The first part 
of your body to tighten up from ten¬ 
sion are the muscles that run from 
the back of the neck down to the 
shoulders. If these muscles are re¬ 
laxed, the rest of your body will be 
tod! So, before you make any move 
on the field, make sure you move 
those shoulders and see that they are 
relaxed. Remember, you will make 
fewer errors in the field, you will 
pitch better and farther if you never 
forget to "relax those shoulders”. 

How To Improve Your Dribbling 

j The art of dribbling a soccer ball

ping it gently with either the inside 
or the outside of the foot, and make 
| sure your ankle is loose to give you 
a better sense of control. 

When dribbling make sure you

And finally, learn to dribble with¬ 
out looking at the ball. To get this 
skill down pat, try dribbling toward 
any object about head height, keep¬ 
ing your eyes glued to the object. 
Start the drill slowly and as you 
progress, gradually speed up your 
dribbling.

Walter Nelson Thinks Best Days 
For The Pass Were Prior To 1914 


“I consider that the good times 
for the Pass were prior to 1914” 
states Walter Nelson, one of the 
pioneers of Coleman, “Things 
'Hook very good in some respects 
today but there were more pros¬ 
pects prior "to 1914. There 
were more lumberjacks here 
than miners. Peter MacLaren 
operated a large mill where the 
hospital is today. Frank was the 
largest centre in the early days 
and boasted a smelter and brick 
yards although the smelter nev- 
,, er operated. Blairmore had Lime 
Kilns, Cement Works and a 
brewery, while Coleman boasted 
of the International and McGil- 
livray mines and lumbering.” 

Life was good in Coleman in 
those days. I often feel sorry for 
the young people of today, they 
get ino fun out of life. Everyone 
here knew each other there was 
lots of sports and social get to- 
gethers. Sports in the early days 
was for enjoyment and not to 
make money. Association foot¬ 
ball was the big game through 
the Pass, followed by baseball 
and hockey. Frank featured la¬ 
crosse while first class polo could 
be watched at Lundbreck or 
North Fork. The open air rink 
was opened in 1905 and built by 
volunteer labor. Frank Graham’s 
father operated it. 

Blairmore featured a half mile 
circular track and fine horse 
races were presented during 1907 
to 1909. A twelve mile walking 
contest was featured there be¬ 
tween Meadows and Fitgerald on 
September 6, 1909. Fitgerald was 
the winner with the time of 
111.32 2/5 s. for the 12 miles. 

Mr. Nelson has a copy of the 
winner at every mile and his 
time, showing that Fitgerald 
covered ten miles in less than an 
hour. 

Born in Springhill, N.S., Mr. 
Nelson came west in 1904 set¬ 
tling in Coleman that November, 
prior to that he had lived for a 
few months at Moyie B.C. when 
that town was booming. When 
he arrived here there was just 
the International mine and lum¬ 
bering. A great many shacks 
were going up and already erect¬ 
ed for less than $100. Sitting 
back in his chair he could re¬ 
call with ease the business places 


Contract work was good in the 
early days and there were more 
contract miners than today. 
Company wages were low, they 
are much better today. Mine 
safety is better today as the 
result of more supervision, 
there being more inexperienced 
men working at the face years 
ago. Facilities for th'e injured 
have improved to the extent 
that what used to be a major ac¬ 
cident is trivial at the present 
time. There was no hospital here 
at the beginning and the in¬ 
jured recuperated in a hotel 
room, a boarding houes or in 
batching quarters. Electric lights 
and hard hats have done a lot 
to give this extra safety, the 
open oil lamps until 1907 caus¬ 
ing many a serious burn 


Pass Area Industrially 
Progressive at Present 

The Crows Nest Pass area is 
industrially progressive at the 
present time according to the 
latest report issued by the Na¬ 
tional Employment Service. 
Woods operations are reported 
increasing in number and vol¬ 
ume, doing much to make this 
report so favorable. 

A survey was conducted in the 
latter part of July of all bush 
camps and sawmills. All were 
reported in operation and there 
is an anticipated labor need in 
September for 70 millhands. This 
survey was made in an effort 
to place D.P. beetworkers at the 
conclusion of the beet work. 

Mines lost some time during 
July and two mines remain on a 
3 and 4 day work week. Strip 
mines are producing increased 
tonnage, and the coal cleaning 
plant is increasing tonnage per 
8 hour day. 


Drilling continues at the well 
site north of Coleman, and more 
drilling rigs have moved into the 
area 14 miles north of Lund¬ 
breck. 

Hard surfacing and road work 
was held up for awhile due to the 
truckers strike. 

The local office are finding it 
difficult in supplying mechanics, 
body men, cat drivers and drill-

here in the early days listing the 
drug store operated by a Mr. 
Sparks, the Hall over Chambers 
and Grady’s Hardware where the 
Italian Hall is today. The Crows 
Nest Trading Co. occupied the 
corner now held by the Red and 
White, while the Modern Electric 
was the site of Coleman Mer¬ 
cantile. P. Burns’ store was on 
the site of Zak’s store. Two ho¬ 
tels served the town, the Cole¬ 
man and the Grand Union. The 
present Freeman’s store was the 
site of the Coleman annex of 
26 rooms. This was destroyed in 
the 1905 fire. The Pacific Hotel 
now the Empire, opened in 1906. 

The first magistrate iifjjpcle- 
man was Mr. E. Disney, while his 
recollections list Wm. Sandwich 
as the first J. P. Dr. Westworth 
operated an office where Bruno’s 
shoe store is now, and had the 
honor of being the first, doctor. 
The first minister locating in 
Coleman was Rev. Robinson of 
the Church of England, however 
the first church here was built 
by the Catholic faith in 1905. 

Banking business was first 
conducted by the British Amer¬ 
ican Trust Co., who were later 
taken over by the Eastern Town¬ 
ship Bank and later the Canad¬ 
ian Bank of Commerce. 

The first school was held in a 
little building where the United 
Church Manse is today, later 
moving over a restaurant where 
Coleman Motors is now. A later 
move saw students receiving les¬ 
sons at the present site, in the 
house now occupied by Harry 
Holmes. 

Coleman was incorporated in 
the fall of 1910 and Alex Cam¬ 
eron became the first mayor by 
acclamation. Interest in politics 
was intense at that time, 14 men 
running for the first council. 
Successful candidates were Sam 
Shone, J. O. C. McDonald, Robt. 
Holmes, Jas. Hillings, A. M. Mor¬ 
rison, and Henry James. 

During his time here, Mr. Nel¬ 
son witnessed quite a few wild¬ 
cat strikes over local grievances, 
the agreement strike of 1905 
lasting 2 months and the big 
strike of 1911 lasting 8 months.
